is over ,

By noon the cir cus is established, 
and, so far as canvas houses can, 
they look as per manent as if they 
had been ther e for months. 


HE Wallace cir ­ 
cus ar r ived fr om 
Clinton, over the 
M., K. & T., in 
two sections 
at 
3 -.30 o’clock this 
mor ning and un­ 
loaded at Br oad­ 
way and the r ail­ 
r oad, in the pr es­ 
ence of an 
im­ 
mense thr ong of 
people, many of 
the gentler sex, 
accompanied by male escor ts, be­ 
ing pr esent. 
The day was an ideal one for a 
cir cus, and it is safe to say that a 
couple of thousand people visited 
Liber ty par t dur ing the ear ly hour s 
of the for enoon to witness the er ec­ 
tion of the sever al tents. 
The scene was an inter esting 
one. 
When they ar r ived at the 
show gr ounds, the canvas and most 
of the canvasmen wer e alr eady 
ther e. 
The dining tent hiid been 
put up fir st and the huge hor se 
tent next. 
Tables wer e pr omptly 
set and br eakfast was r eady ear ly. 


The discipline 
is 
mir aculous. 
Without much shouting or dir ect­ 
ing, things go like clockwor k. The 
chief engineer has staked out the 
gr ounds, cunningly accommodat- 
)t 
' 
ing the position of the tentage to 
the limitations of the gr ounds. He 
indicates the position of the stakes 
by steel r eds stuck in the gr ound, 
and a gang of sledgemen immedi- 
ately begins to dr ive the stakes, 
many of which ar e five feet long. 
With six or eight men ar ound a 
stake, they liter ally r ain blows 
upon it with such r egular ity and 
for ce that often it is dr iven to the 
r equir ed depth in twenty seconds. 
The men ar e cheer ful and good- 
natur ed at their wor k. 
They con­ 
stantly chaff one another and ex­ 
change jokes. 
All ar e r udely 
dr essed, 
and some ar e 
r agged. 
Ever y man Jack of them has r olled 
up his shir tsleeves, not so much for 
fr eedom of action, one sur mises, as 
to display the elabor ate 
tattoo 
mar ks upon his ar ms. 
Cir cus men, 
like sailor s, ar e not r eal jour ney­ 
men at the business until they ar e 
liber ally mar ked with India ink 
and car mine. 
With a sudden 
ness which seems 
to imply that some­ 
thing is the matter , 
the boss commands, 
“ 
Take your sledges 
to the w a g o n . ” 
Wor k 
ceases 
im­ 
mediately, and the 
_ 
men obey like sol- 
B. E. WALLACE, dier s. 
A t the wag- 
on, wher e the sledges ar e stor ed, 
the men each get a ticket, and they 
mar ch to the dining t ^ t for a 
good, hear ty br eakfast. They wor k 
with even gr eater vim after that. 
But while these men ar e

b r e a k f a s t another gang is busily at 


w o r k ar r anging the animal wagons 


It was 10 o’clock when the gr and 
par ade star ted fr om the par k, and 
at that time Ohio str eet was cr owd­ 
ed with spectator s. 
Main str eet. 
Second str eet and Thir d str eet also 
contained hundr eds of spectator s, 
all attr acted by the knowledge 
that the Wallace str eet par ade was 
well wor th tr aveling many miles to 
witness. 
Without question 
the 
par ade 
was one of the best ever seen her e. 
Ever y piece of metal was bur - 
ished until it dazzled the eyes and 
ever y unifor m was as clean as it 
entir ely new. 
The wagons wer e 
spick-span in br ight paint and the 
whole thing had an air of pr osper ­ 
ity and kid gloves that spoke well 
for the exhibition on the gr ounds. 
The gr and str eet pageant ser ved 
as a means to attr act many to the 
per for mance this after noon who 
would not other wise have attend­ 
ed. 
In the par ade wer e scor es of 
well-tr ained, well-gr oomed hor ses, 
the r ider s pleasing in appear ance 
and r ode gr acefully. 
Bands and 
musicians, with the ever -popiilar 
calliope, wer e r anged all the way 
fr om the ponder ous elephant to the 
jungle monkey. Ther e wer e bear s, 
Afr ican lions, tiger s, leopar ds, hip­ 
popotamuses, camels, bir ds of all 
sizes and fr om var ious countr ies, 
per for mer s who can do ever ything 
fr om leaping fr om a tr apeze lOo 
feet in the air to the man who tur ns 
his head ar ound and eats while in 
that position and the ever -pr esent 
and ir r epr essible clown. 


When the after noon per for mance 
began the big tent was well filled. 
The unanimous opinion of

that was claimed for it. 
The va­ 
r ious acts wer e all of the highest 
class.

T h e strike o L the erriplo y es o f 
the smelter trust in Co lo rado is 
being pro lo nged because, 
as the 
labo r leaders assert, they find it al­ 
mo st impo ssible to get at tho se in 
autho rity , in behalf o f the trust, in 
o rder to make terms o f settlement. 
This suggests o ne o f the wo rst 
evils that will gro w o ut o f the mo ­ 
no po ly o f industry . 
There can be 
no do ubt, say s the Po st-Dispatch, 
that the tendency o f mo no po ly is 
to still further widen the gulf be­ 
tween emplo y er and emplo y e that 
has been created by the change 
fro m medieval labo r co nditio ns to 
tho se o f mo dern capitalism. Under 
the mo no po ly o f industry , a few 
eno rmo usly 
wealthy 
individuals 
will co ntro l every thing. 
They will 
be far remo ved, bo th in distance 
and sy mpathy , fro m the wo rkers. 
W ith such co nditio ns the wo rkers 
will have little chance o t appeal 
fro m hard taskmasters respo nsible 
fo r trust pro fits. 
Mo no po ly means 
virtual slavery fo r the entire bo dy 
o f industrial wo rkers o f a co untry 
where it exists. 


I n the absence o f newspapers, 
Drey fus might have died o n Devil’s 
island and Mr. Alger might have 
served o ut his term, say s the Balti­ 
mo re Sun, but they were no t the 
o riginato rs o f the public o pinio n 
that saved the o ne and co ndemned 
he o ther. 
They simply reflected 
and expressed public o pinio n and 
thus enabled it to act pro mptly 
eno ugh to beco me effective. 
The 
two incidents sho uld liave the ef­ 
fect o f increasing the respect paid 
to public o pinio n and to the judg­ 
ment o f newspapers tliat co t.-^cien- 
tio usly endeavo r, as all shi» u d, to 
reflect and express the o pinio ns o f 
their readers, as well as to guide 
them to right co nclusio ns dunng 
the fo rmative perio d.
